IS IN AUSTRALIA 


Bushman Is Counterpart of 
European Civilization’s 
bis Ancestors, 





Honolulu—What a live Stone Age 
man does with a beer bottle is related 
by an eye witness, Dr. Stanley D. Por- 
teous of the University of Hawaii. 

The stone age ancestors of Euro 
peans passed 4,000 and more years ago 
into a higher stage of civilization, but 
the Australian bushman is regarded 
by anthropologists as an actual stone 
age survival. 

Dr. Porteous studied these natives re 
cently while head of the anthropologi- 
cal expedition of the Australian Na- 
tional Research Council into central 
and northwester Australia. ‘ 

“The natives of the northwest,” he 
says, “are particularly skillful in chip 
ping stone or glass spear heads. The 
only tools are a sharpened bone or 
stick, some stones and a piece of soft 
bark. 

“Give a native a beer bottle and in an 
incredibly short time he will have clip 
ped for you a symmetrical spear head 
of deadly sharpness and of symmetri 
cal outlines with regularly barbed or 
serrated édges. 

“However, these blacks are not quite 
so much of the stone age as those of 
the center, where stone knives and 
tomahawks are actually being made 
and are in use today.”

McCollum and W. M. ‘Nayliss tell us 
to “Take core of the mixcd diet and

Selves.’ 

In osher words eatinz bead, potatoes 
meats or eggs, and’ sugar would appar- 
ently look like a ‘sufficient’ diet, but of 
themselves they are deficient in vita- 
mins, and so fruits and leafy vegetables 
and milk must be added if the diet 
is to be a ‘perfect’ mixed diet. Fruits 
and leafy vegetables also “supply the 
mineral matter essential to the body's 
health.

It was in the beginning of 
the 16th century that the Portuguese, 
Spanish, Dutch and British traders 
began to frequent our shores. They 
were followed by Jesuit Fathers, and 
Christianity began to spread steadily 
in Japan. Toward the end of that 
century, however, the activities of 
Spanish missionaries amoused suspi- 
cion of political motives. In the be- 
ginning of ithe 17th century, the 
spreading of Christianity was prohi- 
bited, and in the end trade with Eu- 
ropean countries was forbidden with 
the exception of the Dutch, who were 
allowed to live in Nagasaki, An 
American historian writes, ‘The shell- 
fish had reqdlved to guard itself 
against the fishermen’s net spread 
{over eastern seas by closing tight its 
shell to the outside world.*

Breaks Confined to Strip 
100 Miles Wide South 
Of Newfoundland 


Halifax, N.C., (By Canadian Press) 
Changes in the ocean bed caused by 
the earthquake of November 18, when 
twelve of the cables betiveen America 
and Europe were broken, are being re- 
ceived fom cableships returning here. 
‘Although agreeing that all the cable 
breaks are apparently confined to a 
section about a hundred miles wide, 
extending from Newfoundland between 
the Grand Banks and the Emerald and 
Sable Island Banks to at least as far 
south the cables between New York 
and the Azozes, reports from ships 
working in siightly different areas as 
to changes caused in ocean depths. 

The John W. MacKay, first cableship 
to return to Halifax from the vicinity 
of the breaks, reported that after 
grappling for nearly a month, no trace 
of the cable could be found. Instead 
of the soft mud common to the area, 
deposits of hard clay were brought up 
on the grapple hooks. It was believed 
the cables were buried beneath the 
mud, ve % | 

After being at sea two weeks, the ! 
Cambria returned reporting volcanic 
ash on the ocean floor. The cable, buri- 
ed in places. broke three times during 
repair attempts, and it-was necessary 
to ‘splice in fifty miles of new cable 
in place of the buried parts.

YIELD OF WHEAT 
IS 300 MILLION 


From 
Yield of Previous Year, 
Says Bureau.

Ottawa; Jan. 24.—The total yield of 
wheat in Canada for the year 1929 is 
estimated at 299,520,000 bushels from 
95,255,002 acres, in a dominion bureait 
of statistics report. This compares 
with 566726,000 bushels from 24,119,- 
140 acres in 1928 and with an annual 
average ‘of 422,219,740 bushels from 22, 
464,089 nores for the five years, 1924-28. 
The percentage of decrease from the 
average was 29 Iast year. 

The total for 1929 comprises 20504,- 
ooo bushels of fall wheat and 279,016,- 
doo bushels of spring wheat. The 
average price per unit as received by 
growers at the point of production are 
estimated at $1.24 per bushel for fall 
wheat, compared with $1.15 for 1928 
and $1.22, the five-year avérage. For 
spring wheat the prices respectively 
lare given as $1,15, 78 cents and $1.02,

DESIGN ROCKETS 


OF GREAT FORCE, 


Objects May Be Hurled Into 
Interstellar Space By 
Invention 





Philadelphia, Pa., January 24 — Pro- 


vress attained in expe:iment with self- 
propelling rockets designed to hurl 
objects outside the earth’s atmosphere 
into interstellar space was explained by 
P:ofessor R. H Goddard, of Clark Uni- 
versity, in addressing. the Philadelphia 
section of the Institute of Radio En- 
gineers, 

These rockets, upon which Professor 
Goddard has been working for more 


than twenty years, carry cylinder at- | 


tachments which vegister — altitudes, 
temperatures and air currents. When 
the rocket has spent its force an auto- 
matic parachute carries the cylinder 
back to earth. 4 

The speaker explained that scientists 
would like to have apparatus which 
would take photog:aphs of the sun, 
planets and stars at the edge of the. 
earth's atmosphere, and the develop- 
ment of the rocket may make this pos- 
sible. The layer of air over the earth, 
he said, absorbs the ultra-violet rays 
and blinds to many secrets of the 
heavens. 

One practical result of the experi- 
ments, Professor Goddard said, may be. 
the obtaining of a complete weather 
chart covering a large area by sending 
cockets into the sky from widely sep- 
arated points. ;

Airmen Spanning Atlantic 
May Re-Fuel at New 
Base 





Terceira Island,, Azores Archipelago 

Jannary 24— Far out in the Atlantic 
OOcean, on the little island of ‘Terceira 
which is onc of the Azores group, the 
Portuguese Goernment is crecting the 
first international, trans-oceanic ailr- 
drome in the world. 

Airmen seeking to span the Atlantic 
or circumnavigate the entire globe by 
dir will find on this rocky oasis on 
the Atlantic, a highly modem air 
base, equipped, not only with the 
most skilled form of slipways and 
hangars, but with spare parts aud most 
skilled aviation mechanics ready to 
lend assistance in any direction 

Tercelra Island is 3.250 miles from 
New York and 2,500 miles from Le 
Bourget, the great French aviation 
centce. This island on the Atlantic 
was chosen as a landing spot by the 
Portuguese aviation experts because it 
i; the most sheltered of all the num- 
erous islands constituting the Azores 
Archipelago and is free from high 
winds and other atmospheric disturb- 
ances, which hinder an airman’'s path. 
Unlike most of the other islands in 
the Atlantic which are of volcanic 
origin and mounfainous, Terceira pos-

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FORT CHURCHILL 
FACES ITS TEST 


Feasibility of N New Seaport 
Will Be Shown After 
Shipments Started 





— 


Winnipeg, Man,—(By Gillis Purcell 
Canadian Press Staff Writer)—At 
Churchill, the spirit of the pioneer 
looks proudly out over Hudson Bay. 
Manitoba's muskeg barrens have been 
subjugated by the 6§11-mile railway 
from The Pas to the sea, The next 
achievement is to be the conquest of 
the 3009 sailing miles between the port 
of the prairies and the harbors of Bri- 
tain and Europe. — 

But there are toilers to take up the 
task. 

Additional dock-work, which cannot 
be completed entirely until 1932, must 
An elevator must be built 
next summer, more terminal track- 
, age must be laid, a town must be con 
!structed. Most important of all—the 
{northern sea route must give proof of 
its practicability from tbe point of 
view of profit. 

Two and one-half cantties ago, sail 
ing craft from over the seas were ply 
ing through Hudson strait into the 
Bay. In spring - they awaited break- 
up of ice in the narrows between Baf- 
fin island and Quebec's desolate nor- 
therm shore; as autumn days shorten- 
ed, they braved gathering ’bergs before 
the freeze-up and rushed their rich 
cargoes from the new land to the 
ocean. The captains of the 17th cen- 
tury left a legacy of venturous bravery 
that persists today. 

In 1931, the Bay route will undergo 
its first new-era test. A few wheat 
cargos, perhaps, may leave Churchill 
before winter clamps its lock on the 
harbor; some ship-holds of machinery 
for the department: of railways and 
canals—maybe a load ‘or two of coal 
from Wales—will make the incoming 
trip. And by 1932, the Manitoba sea- 
port's trial of value will be well under 
way. Admittedly, _ hundreds of miles 
of rail transportat can be elimin- 
route to Europe 
and Britain; how jprofitably the sea 
path can be ttaversed—how safely and 
how often—in a season will - be demon 
strated in 1932. _ . 

Train after rumbling train of prairie 
wheat will roll north-east from The 
Pas. Manitoba, over the Hudson Bay 
railway. Hundreds of loaded cars will 
shunt into storage in the Churchill 
yards, where a million bushels can be 
held on track, A new two-million-bus 
hel elevator will disgorge its contnents 
time and again into gaping ship holds; 
-and waiting grain-cars in fourltrack 
‘elevator yards will refill the depleted 
bins. Captains will bark out orders; 
deckhands will scurry to their tasks; 
and a new western wheat fleet will 
start its dash to Liverpool. 

For four months or more, if condi- 
tions are perfect, the Bay route will be 
open. In waning June, the year’s sec 
|ond-highest tide will carry away ice 
frozen four miles out from shore. Not 
till late October, if modern aids to 
navigation accomplish their task, will 
ice bar entry to the harbor. Last fall, 
for instance, the first dog: team cross 
ed the Churchill river ice on Nov. 25. 
Four months of navigation, observers 
believe, if off-shore winds in late June 
carry ice-blocks out to open water, 
and if vagaries of sailing in the straits 
do not delay entry to ‘the’ ‘Bay or pre 
vent egress. ~ t 


But even less than four months’ sail 
ing, it is believed, should justify the 
prairie port by a prodigious saving to 
the west. Navigation time is but a re 
lative item; the absolute factor is the 
number of incoming boats and clear 
ing cargos.

and Winnipeg, will come a stream of 
manufactured goods fram Britain, as 
well as coal and even flour. Churchill’ 
will be a city,of branch offices for 
firms. to the south. 

But Churchill can scarcely be an all 
year-round town in its entirety. A 
smelting industry, to produce copper 
from northern deposits and mayhap, 
base metals from Belcher Islands ore, 
might supply winter work. Yet many 
contend that sub-arctic copper, when 
it is produced, will be smelted on the 
spot, and that the Belcher Island busi 
ness will move southward over the pro 
posed Temiskaming and Northern On 
tario line from James Bay. — 

Certainly, the fish and fur industries 
will not make Churchill an over-winter 
settlement, but fish and fur will aid 
ir building a thriving western port. 
Furbearing animals are moving away 
from the bustle of advanging civiliza 
tion, but Churchill will be a collection 
point for furs from north and west. 
Fish, on the contrary, are abundant 
though winter fishing seems impracti 
cable. In limitless quantities, the 
Churchill river and the Bay offer por 
poises or white whales’ worth $40 
apiece; toothsome salmon trout and 
whitefish; and cisco of the freshwater 
herring family. A piscatorial treat is 
in store for the epicureah to the south. 

;Weather at Churchill is none to con 
ducive to, winter-time residence. Chill 
winds, whining across four miles of 
shore ice from the open Bay, send the 
mercury far down. Even in midsum- 
mer, the off-Bay wind brings sudden 
cold and within half-an-hour tempera 
tures may fall 50 degres. 
in shirt-sleeves, workers have come in 


winds rise into the atmosphere and 


ice-cold water. At Churchill rains 
come in August and snow in April; the 
hottest days are in late July or early 
August. 

Tourist trade should contribute in 
some part to Churchill’s prosperity. A 
ship jaunt from historic Churchill to 
historic Halifax could be made an at- 
tractive summer divertisement. It is 
considered probable a hotel will be 
constructed at the Bayy town almost 
immediately and that at least a week- 
by sleeper-and-diner service will be 
provided next summer on the Muskeg 
Limited. 

It will be years before Churchill 
gets its growth and before its actual 
possibilities will be definitely. known. 
But 1932 will be a vital year in the re 
cord of the new harbor—a year that 
will find Churchill spinning in a rush 
of freight cars, grain and ships; boats 
moving in a line dotted through Bay 
and straits and over north Atlantic; 
and the fate ofa reborn western sea- 
port hanging in the balance.

Due to the glutted 
condition of the Maritime and Central 
Canadian markets practically the ent- 
ire balance of the marketable green 
fruit crop will also be sold overseas. 
The exports, however, will be consider 
ably reduced owing to the fact that low 
prices have caused the apple men to 
dispose of large quantities of the lower 
grade fruit to evaporating and canning 
factories. Current overseas sales are 
netting the growers a sum lower than 
the cost of production, and an effort 
is being made to cut down the loss by 
exporting only the best fruit.

3 Dependent on on Pefision Fund 
Suffer Through Aone 
Shortage 














(By Canadian Press) 

Chicago, February 1 — Failure of 
the city and county to meet payrolls 
and to pay persons dey dent upon 
the mothers’ pension fund, has re- 
sulted in court orders for eviction of 
four mothers and two public employees 
Judge John Haas explained that court 
orders in each case were uNavoidabl, 
but that he had been able to obtain 
extensions of time from five to tert | 
days for those evicted.

- Should the phraseology of the clause 
and its relation to the context of the 
judgment be construed to include the 
whole field of fish processing and its 
inspection, two courses would be open 

(1) The provinces would set up staffs 
of fishery officers to take over the work 
of advertising and organizing the fish- 
ermen and inspecting and grading their 
prepared product after its landing, as 
at present conducted by the Domin- 
ion; or 

(2) An arrangement would be en- 
tered into between the provinces and 
the Dominion under which the prov- 
inces waived their rights and agreed to 
Federal supervision. 

Quebec is the only province now ad- 
ministering its own fishery. 

In any case Mr. Cowie pointed out, 
the Dominion would continue to exer- 
cise jurisdiction over seasonal restric- 
tions and all matters concerned with 
the catching of fish. The interests 
of the industry as a whole, he thought, 
would best be served by keeping both 
sea and shore regulations a Federal 
matter. 

In the meantime the Department is 
continuing in its usual stride, and at 
a conference of fifty Maritime offic- 
jals which concluded in mid-January, 
presided over by Mr. Cowile;.a resolu- 
tion was adopted under which even| 
more power than is at present theirs} 
under the Fish Inspection Act would be 
granted the inspectors. They ask the 
power to condemn fish which in their 
judgment is uniit for human con- 
sumption. At present an inspector's 
authority ends when he has placed a 
“below quality” mark on such a pro- 
duct. 4 
Brine-Freezing and Co-operation 
Mr. Cowie is enthusiastic about the 
spirit among Maritime fishermen and 
their chances for the development of 
the industry.

Halifax, N.S. (By John W. Misher,

The ship was never heard from again, 
and to this day the story of how she 
Was lost remains a secret of the sea. 
In all probability the hurricane arising 
& few days after the steamer sailed, 
accounted for her disappearance, but 
how long she fought, the vicinity of 
her surrender and other details of the 
drama have never been told. The 
absence of any wreckage following an 
exhaustive search made the mystery 
more perplexing. Two possible clues to 
the tragedy were reported but the 
authenticity of these could not be 
verified, 

It was at noon on Friday, January 
28, 1870 (‘a bad day to go to sea,” as 
one veteran phrased it), that the City 
of Boston sailed down Halifax Harbor 
enroute to Queenstown. In addition to 
a number from New York, forty-one 
cabin and ten steerage passengers em- 
barked at Halifax. The list included 
many leading business men of Halifax 
who were going to the Old Country to 
make their annual purchase of spring 
and summer goods. 

Reports from the troopship Orontes, 
which survived the storms encountered 
by the City of Boston, gave a good idea 
of the latter ship’s experiences. The 
Orontes, carrying the 16th Regiment,

The McCormick Observatory, on 
top of Mount Jefferson, measures stel- 
lar distances by the parallax method. 
With 1000 published parallaxes it is 


Allegheny Observatory at the Univer- 
sity of Pittsburgh. 


The Yerkes Observatory of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago, the Motnt Wilson 
Observatory of the University of Cali- 
fornia; the Sproul Cbservatory, cf 
Swarthmore College, and the Green- 
wich Observatory in BPngland, have 
measured distances to some 300 stars. 
And all the stars will add about 300 





than 3,200 stellar measurements now 
completed. 

This, university officials say, does 
f . not mean that direct distances have 
been measured from the earth to 3000 
stars, for there is punposely much 
duplication. This was done in order 
that observers might maintain a con- 
stant check on each other. The actual 
numbered measured, Dr. Mitchell said, 
is about 2,000. 

The trigonometric method used at 
the McCormick Observatory is the 
only direct way of measuring stellar 
distances, Dr. Mitchell pointed out.

the great project but extended it to 
Asia. Cruce makes a criticism of his 
own’ plan which has a very modern 
ring about it. 

“Suppose that peace fs signed to- 

day, and that it is published to the 
whole world, how do we know that 
posterity will ratify the articles?” 
Cruce foreshadowed a system of re- 
prisals so that the majority opinion 
should prevail. 
Charles, Duke of Lorraine, in 1688, 
again tackled the problem. He pro- 
posed a council of 13 members, meet- 
ing once a week. Each of the 13 
countries who were to own Europe 
was to maintain a member of this 
council for at least a year, 


Abbe St. Pierre, a French priest, in 
1740, proposed a union of kings of 
Europe. “That sovereign who shall 
take up arms before the union has de- 
clared war shall be declared an ene- 
my of the union and it shall make 
war on him until he be disarmed’’— 
is his way of dealing with a ruler who 
refuses to abide by common rules. The 
council was to have 24 members and 
sit in a specially created town to be 
known as the “City of Peace.”

covered Canada in 1534, he saw per- 
haps a few hundred square miles of 
it and no doubt in some rough way 
mapped as much. At that time that 
was all there was of Canada,” he re- 
marked. 

In looking at the best map available 
today of Canada, stated the Surveyor 


General, there were vast blank spaces, 
some of them the size of the province 
of New Brunswick, in which the future 
possibilities can hardly be contemplat- 
ed. “Canada is far from being suffic- 
jiently mapped,” he said. “Even today 
you can, for instance, step into an 
aeroplane at the city of Ottawa and 
fly for a period of perhaps an hour 
and a half and reach a territory of 
which no reasonably accurate map is 
available and consequently of which 
practically nothing definite is known | 
regarding what exists there. 

“To realize that Canada is still a 
young country, one has only to read the 
reports written from 1840 to 1860, 
which through lack of knowledge that 
is susceptible of being properly re- 
corded only in accurate maps, describ- 
ed what are now the great wheat grow- | 
ing lands of the West as an arid or a 
semi-arid waste and stated that there 
was no practicable route from east to 
west through British territory.” Sur- 
veys made especially for the produc- 
tion of maps, stated Mr. Peters, are 
now generally carried on by the de- 
partments of the Federal Government 
and also by some of the provincial de- 
partments. All lengths measured by 
Canadian surveyors and engineers are 
based on the legal standards of the 
Dominion for the yard and the metre, 
kept in the custody of the Department 
of Trade and Commerce. Figures were 
quoted giving the areas in the various 
provinces that had been mapped. In 
the entire Dominion, the third largest 
country in the world with an area 
about the size of Europe, only about 
525,000 square miles or 14“per cent of 
the area is mapped in anything like an 
accurate sense. Maps showing ' con- 
siderable detail but inaccurately cover 
another 13 per cent; while for 73 per 
cent of the area only the most meagre 
outlines of the coast-line and the main 
inland waterways are presented.

| Month’s Best Sellers are 


Pushing Off Shelf 
Great Books 3 


New York, Feb. 13—Bunyan, Shake- 
peare and Dante are being pushed off 


the bookshelves by the budding writ- 
ers of the month's best sellers. 


This, in substance, was the warning 


lthe National Association of Book Pub- 
lishers heard at their annual meeting 


recently. The speaker was Joseph W. 
Lippincott, Philadelphia publisher and 
the association's president for the 
past year. 

The flood of new books demanded 
by the avid readers mounted to a new 
high of 10,187 titles in 1929 and “may 
Swamp everything else/’ Lippincott 
fears, despite the efforts of the col- 
leges and libraries to keep in circu- 
lation the classics of the past. 

“I am not sure,” he said, “that this 
cry for something new, which has 
helped stimulate the issuing of so 
many new titles this year and caused 
the booksellers’ such worry on account 
of the overburdening of their shelves, 
is not becoming a menace, 

“Strangely enough, interest in the 
great books of the past is showing 
signs of dying out. The latest thing 
has the vogue. 

“I am afraid this may be carried 
too far. The “erude and ephemeral 
will always fall by the Wayside, yet 
if all books are going to cease Selling 
and be forgotten after a few weeks or 
months, who hereafter is going to 
sake pains to prepare great works? 

“Were it not for their present use 
in schools and colleges what would 
become of the classics? Is it not pos~ 
Sible that books such as the Pilgrimn’s 
Progress will be buried in oblivion 
before another decade?” 

More and more the best in literature 
seems to find its way to the public 
through the libraries, Lippincott said. 

“In fact,” he added, “the lbraries - 
are greatly instrumental in keeping 
alive the standard books in all lines 
of reading. Many might otherwise
